Registering the C3020 portable 


Registering C3020 portable to a wireless telephone system involves using both 
the Administration Terminal and the C3020 portable. To register portables, you 
must first turn on registration for the entire system using either the 
Administration Terminal or Companion Manager. Each C3020 portable 
telephone can be registered on up to nine different systems. 


Note: Portables cannot be registered when out of radio range of the system. 


Starting Administration programming 





1. On the Administration Terminal, press [Feature | (*] >] [9] . The 
terminal displays Password: . 





2. Enter the Administration password (default password is p ] [9 } (9 ] 9] ). 
The terminal displays 1l. Registration . 
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3. Press until the display shows Mstr Reg Enbl: . 
4. Press CHANGE until the display shows Etr Reg Enbli Y. 


Registering the C3020 
1. Open the portable flap. 
2.  Onthe cordless handset, press and release (s#'FT), then press (MEM ) (SELECT), 
3. Check the display on the cordless handset. 


If the display shows the system number and dashes, then this system 
number is available to register the cordless handset. Continue with 
step 4. 


If the display shows the system number and digits, press either (SHIFT) 
then (__1), or (sHFT) then ® 3), until dashes appear on the display. If 
dashes do not appear, you may have to de-register the C3020 (see 
“De-registering the C3020” on page 3). After de-registering, continue 
with step 4. 


4. Press (sH!FT), then press (°& 0). The lower right corner of the display 
shows OK. 


5. Press eect), followed by the available system number (systems 1 to 9), 
or the system number you chose to overwrite in step 3. The lower right 
corner of the display shows OK. 


6. Press (sHFT), then press (°° 7). 


7. The display shows Psuwdi . Enter the Registration password. The 
password is recorded in the Meridian Companion Programming and 
Provisioning Record. The password disappears. 


8. The display shows WTH: . Enter the four-digit wireless terminal number 
(WTN) you want to assign to the cordless handset. The cordless handset 
shows *Ca11 Endeg* when registration is complete. If the WTN is 
incorrect, the display shows Inw1ld WTH . If the registration fails, the 
display shows Fed failed. 


9. To end the connection, close the flap. 
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Ending Administration programming 


After registering all the portables, turn off Administration programming on the 
Administration terminal: 


1. Press CHANGE until the display shows Etr Reg Enbli H. 
2. Press to end the programming session. 


Confirming that the C3020 is registered 


1. | Open the portable flap. 


2.  Onthe cordless handset, press and release (s4'Ft), then press ( Mem ) SELECT) 
The display shows the current selected system number. 


3. Press (sHIFT) , then press C% 0) . 


4. Press (Ne). You hear dial tone. If you do not hear dial tone, check that 
you have selected the correct system and try to register the portable 
again. 


5. Close the portable flap. If the portable is twinned with a desk telephone, 
make sure the desk telephone is idle. 


6. On another working telephone, dial the telephone number of the 
registered portable. If the portable rings, it is functioning properly. 


Note: If you do not hear dial tone, or if the portable does not ring, refer 
to “Troubleshooting portable telephone problems” in Meridian 
Companion Installation and Maintenance Guide. If you 
continue to experience difficulty registering the portable, 
contact your distributor. 


De-registering the C3020

Displaying the C3020’s wireless terminal number 


When you register a portable, you assign it a WTN. If you have registered 
several portables and have forgotten which portable has which WTN, you can 
identify the WIN.

2. Press (sH!Ft) three times, then press (vem ) . The display shows A- . 
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3. Press (__%)(°20) . The display shows the WTN for 3 seconds. 


Measuring RSSI 


The Receive Signal Strength Indicator (RSSI) is a measurement of the signal 
strength the Base Station receives from the portable. The strongest RSSI value 
the display shows is -44 dBm. The weakest RSSI value the display shows is 
approximately -83 to -95 dBm. 


Measuring undirected RSSI 


You can measure the signal strength between a portable and a system-selected 
Base Station using undirected RSSI. 


1. Turn on your portable. 


2, Press (SH!FT) three times, then press (mem). When you establish a radio 
link, the display shows ĦA- . 


3. Press (__¥%)(7Y8)(“*"9)(7Y8) . The display shows the radio ID of the 


Base Station to which the portable is linked, followed by the signal 
strength, for example, B3142-67 . 





Hand-off occurs normally between the cells.

Measuring directed RSSI 


You may want to measure the RSSI between a portable and a specific Base 
Station radio. For example, you may suspect that a radio in a Base Station is 
not working properly. You can also use directed RSSI to prevent hand-off 
while you find a cell edge. To measure the RSSI of a specific radio, you must 
be in range of two Base Stations—the one you want to measure and another 
Base Station. 


Note 1: You cannot measure the directed RSSI of both radios in the Base 
Station at the same time. 
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Note 2: RSSI overrides the normal portable display. You cannot make or 


receive calls while measuring RSSI.

Choosing a system number 


Your C3025 portable can be registered to two systems. A flashing system 
number icon (either @ or @@ ) indicates an unregistered system. A solid system 
number icon indicates a registered system. If you register to a solid system 
number icon, you will overwrite the previous registration.

When the 
Base Station receives a strong signal, it instructs the portable to transmit in 
low-power. The strongest RSSI value the display shows is -44 dBm. The 
weakest RSSI value the display shows is approximately -83 to -9'5 dBm.

You can measure the signal strength between a portable and a system-selected 
Base Station using undirected RSSI.
